council committee on tho matter in 
tha aftarnoon. 
The council named 


the Board of Public Works, the city 
engineer and the mayor the commit- 
tee who will confer with tho state 
engineer. 


Tho mayor explained that In order 


to bo sure of plenty of water cloar- 
ando it may bo necessary to widen 
the channel! of tho river about thir- 
ty feet on the west end of tho bridge, 
requiring the 'removal of tho Mac- 
Kinnon block. 
He; stated that the 


Contiolldatod had .'agreed to remove 
the building if it was essential to 
make the bridge right. 
Tho state 


plans for the bridge include raising 
the grade at tho ends of th6 struc- 
ture, but instead of making them 
steeper than thoy aro at the present 
tlnio thoy plan to make them moro

American Federation 
of Labor and 


Rail Unions Join In a Finish Fight 


—Daniel Willard Calls on 


Labor Leader. 


Washington, Dec. 31.—Organized la- 


bor united here to direct an unrelent- 
ing fight aguinst return of the rail- 
roads to their owners March 1; and, if 
that cannot be averted at this time, to 
prevent enactment of railroad legisla- 
tion which will include anti-strike pro- 
visions and penalties against workers 
who cease their employment. 


The American Federation of Lnbor, 


the four railroad brotherhoods and the 
ten railroad shopmen's unions affiliat- 
ed with the American Federation of 
Lnbor joined in the declaration of war 
and Issued a statement asserting them- 
selves lo favor of n two-year extension 
of government control of the railroads 
in order that government ownership 
might have a fair test. 


The action was taken at a confer- 


ence culled by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, who presided. Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the federation, also at- 
tended, together with 19 officials.of the 
various railroad organisations. 


An unusual circumstance during the 


conference was the arrival at the 
•Vmerican Federation of Labor head- 
quarters of Daniel Willard, president 
of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad.

SUCCUMBS IN WASHINGTON FROM 


URAEM1C POISONING. 


Was in Command at Camp'Grant Dur- 


ing the First Year of the War With

Kew York. Dec. 31—Major General 


Thomas H. Barry, former commander 
of the department of the east, died at 
the Walter Refd hospital in Washing- 
ton, D. C., according to word received 
at Governor's island.

General Barry was retired from tbe 
army on Oct. 13. 


Major General Barry was command-

He served with the 1st infantry in the 
campaign against the Apaches under 
Geronimo in Arizona from 1382 to 
1886He was recommended for the brevets 
of colonel and brigadier general for 
-allantry In the Philippines, and later 
distinguished himself as commander ot 
the Cuban army of pacification.

TENANTS OUTNUMBER OWNERS. 


Thp United States has fought all her wars to 


"preserve the home," and yet probably 00 per cent 
of her people are tenants. This was the text se- 
lected tho other day by United Stntcs Senator 
William M. Cnldor of. New Yoilc In an address he- 
fore ihe New York Heal Estate association's con- 
vention urging tho necessity of a national cam- 
paign for the creation of homes. He said; 


"The object of each of our wars has been, Ui tho 


last analysis, to preserve the homo. Vet wo llnd 
that to the majority of people* In Ibis country 
'home' means little more limn a dwelling for 
which they nre paying rent, What,Is worse In tho 
situation Is (hat the percentage of the.su rent pay- 
ers Is growing, 


"In 1SOO we were advised (hat 52 per cent of the 


people In America lived under tho rental system, 
In 11)10 that tin; percentage had Increased to I5. 
r>, 


and probably the census of 11)20 will show that 
fully 00 per cent of. the people will be classed as 
tenants." 


Taxation on the Home. 


The necessity for giving proper attention to real 


estate luxation was brought lo notice In n paper 
by Harrison B. llllcy, president of Ihe Chicago 
Title and Trust company, which was road at the 
rcconl convention of the Itcal Rslnle Association 
of the State of Illinois In Champaign, In his paper 
Mr Ullry said: 


"II Is undeniable thai real estate and, therefore, 


tho home keeper, pays an. Increasingly unfair 
amount foi the support of. the government mid 
tho convenience of tho people. A limy Indifference* 
and a stupid lack of Intelligence In tho levy und 
collection of taxes must be corrected, so that real 
estate bears only au equal proportion of tho ex- 
penses of government aud of civilization with 
other classes of property. 


"Heretofore rqal estate hns furnished over 80 


per cent of the revenue needed by Iho state, the 
several counties aud the unnumbered municipal 
und quaslmunlcipul corporations, 


"1'ersonnl property, which equals or very likely 


exceeds the value ot! real estate, has escaped pay- 
Ing tiny iulr proportion of governmental expenses. 


"I bitggost that the new state constitution shnll 


have only .two restrictions on the power of Iho 
general assembly to levy and collect luxes—viz.: 
That nil taxes shall IIP equal mid uniform. 


"The provisions for taxation nnd special assess- 


ment I" the. new constitution should be so flexible 
that properly and earning capacity can bo reached 
and au Inaiine tax used us a substitute for spc- 
cillc taxes upon classes of property diillcult to 
roach or the uilue of which It Is Impossible to de- 
termine except by an ussosslvo body much too 
heuvj and too dangerous In character to be tol- 
ernteil."

Tin concentrate from Bolivia was han- 
dled nt four tin-smelting plants In this 
country, which produced from it over 
10,000 tons of metallic tin.

TENANTS OUTNUMBER OWNERS. 


The United States has fought all her wars to 


"preserve the home," and yet probably 00 per cent 
of her people are tenants. This was the text se- 
lected the other day by United States Senator 
William M. Calder of New York in an address be- 
fore the New York Real Estate association's con- 
vention urging the necessity of n national cam- 
paign for the creation of homes. He said: 


"The object of each of our wars has been. In the 


last, analysis, to preserve the home. 
Yet we find 


that to the majority of people .in this country 
'home' means little more than a dwelling for 
which they are paying rent. What .is worse In the 
situation is that the percentage of these rent pay- 
ers is growing. 


"In 1890 we were advised that 52 per cent of the 


people in America lived under tho rental system, 
in 1910 that the percentage had increased to 55, 
and probably the census of 192'J will show that 
fully 60 per cent of the people will be classed as 
tenants." 


Taxation on the Home. 


The necessity for giving proper attention to real 


estate taxation was brought to notice in a paper 
by Harrison B. Rlley, president of the Chicago 
Title nnd Trust company, which was rend nt the 
recent convention of the Real Estate Association 
of the State of Illinois In Champaign. lu his paper 
Mr. Ililey said: 
"It is undeniable that real estate and, therefore, 


the home keeper, pays an* increasingly unfair 
amount for the support of the government and 
the convenience of the people. A lazy Indifference 
nud a stupid lack of intelligence in the levy and 
collection of taxes must be corrected, so that real 
estate bears only an equal proportion of the ex- 
penses of government and of civilization with 
other classes of property.

ederal government has constructed nn 
rrigation system thut supplies water 
o 1,780.000 acres of laud. All of this 
nnd hns not been mnde to blossom ns 
he rose, but all of it Is producing 
egetntion. 
On the government ro- 


laimed lands are 40.000 families in 
ndepeudent homes. The population in 
ities, towns and villages in these gov- 
rnment projects has been increased 
jy an equal number of families. That 
s to 'say, on the 1,780,000 acres re- 
•ialmed there are now profitably em- 
>loyed and satisfactorily housed 400,- 
>00 people. As a creator of wealth. Its 
en-ice to the nation and state has been 
is great as in its principal task of 
lome making. Out of the uninhabited 
nd almost worthless desert it has 
carved an empire of nearly 2.000.0OO 
jcres intensively cultivated and pro- 
lucing crops whose annual average 
gross returns per acre are about double 


hose for the rest of the country. 


Since the first government ditch be- 


gan turning its waters on the land in 
905 the crops produced on the re- 
claimed lands have hnd a total value 
if more than $250,000.000. The pres- 
•nt annual crop returns ore now more 
han $70,000,000, not 
Including the 


value of crops grown on the million 
icres outside of projects which are 
supplied with stored water. 


Land Values Greatly Increased. 


The increase In land values has been 


enormous. 
In 1902. the beginning of 


government irrigation work, the aver- 
ige value of the desert lands in the 
project did not exceed $10 per acre. 
The total 
value, therefore, 
of 
the 


1,780,000 acres in government projects 
did not exceed $17,800.000. 
Govern- 


ment 
irrigation 
has 
increased 
the 


value of the project lands $200 per 
acre, or a total of $356,000,000. 
It 


las Increased the value if the 1,000,- 
000 acres in other projects by $100 
per acre, or $100,000,000. The Increase 
n the value of land in the cities, 
towns and villages within projects is 
easily $100,000.000, or a total increase 
n land values of $556,000.000, due to 
this work. 


In connection with the above sum- 


mary -no consideration has been given 
to 1,138,000 acres of land Included In 
government projects which will be Ir- 
rigated when the engineering works 
are 
completed, the present 
market 


price of which has increased at least 


0,,J per acre by reason of this fact. 
The increase in the price received for 
state lands included in the projects 
ind now mostly disposed of was at 
oast $3.000,000 of direct revenue de- 
-ived by the states. Dividing the ncre- 
jge reclaimed—1,780.000—into the net 
cost of the works of $122,045,000. we 
iave n cost of approximately $69 per 
acre for tho lands in reclamation proj- 
ects to which the government can 
now deliver water. 
This cost, how- 


ever 
includes the 
cost 
of 
serving 


stored water to about 1,000.000 acres 
of land. 
If these lands be included, 


the average expenditure per a'cre bene- 
fited is less than $45, and this cost in- 
cludes large storage works nnd canals 
useful for future reclamation on proj- 
ects now being completed, the utiliza- 
tion of which will further reduce these 
figures of cost. 


Revolving Reclamation Fund. 


Up to the end of Juno, 1919, there 


had been diverted from 
the United 


States treasury 
and made available 


for 
reclamation purposes $119,882,-

Of this amount thoro was cash 


on 'band June 30. $1,008,502.52. 
Out 


of the funds thus made available, In- 
vestigations have been made of pro- 
posed projects which have never been 
approved for construction, requiring nn 
expenditure of $1,207.954. This leaves 
a reimbursable investment in irriga- 
tion works of $117.665.027.93. The se- 
curity for the return of tills invest- 
ment is represented 
by constructed 


projects. 


Under the provisions of the reclama- 


tion act of June 17. 1902. by which the 
reclamation fund was created, this is 
made a revolving fund, so that the re- 
turn of any portion of the Investment 
Is made available for reinvestment in 
other 
operations. 
The 
reclamation 


fund, therefore, can be compared with 
capital invested in any business in 
commercial enterprises, and tho au- 
thority to so use the fund makes pos- 
sible the construction of works aggre- 
gating a cost greater thar the amount 
of the original investment. 


Must Cut Government Expenses. 
Every government that participated

The presi- 
dent of the United States nnd the sec- 
retary of the treasury are advocating 
large reductions in government ex- 
penditures, and the men in the two

holy city of Islam. Frederick Simplich 
writes In 
the 
National Geographic 


uiugazlne. In spite of Its vast pollt- 
-i-«{tr|]y exploit (to their own personal 


benefit) the vast benefactions that 
flow to the holy city. Even tempor- 
ary marriages are arranged for the 
visiting pilgrims. 


And the country Arabs, or Bedouins, 


likewise thrive on the bounty of the 
pilgrim, either by outright robbery 
and pillage of the caravans or by im- 
posing taxes for "protection" on those 
who pass through their tribal regions. 


But even among the Bedouins the 


Meccans have a bad reputation. They 
say the worst birth certificate an Arab 
can have IB the Tashrlft, three paral- 


lel gashes, distinguishing the bearer 
as one born In Mecca. 


Ever since Mohammed purged the 


Kaaba of early Arab idols and.made 
it the chief sanctuary of Islam, adapt- 
ing this heathen temple to Moslem 
worship by the fiction that Gabriel 
threw the black stone down 
from 


heaven to Abraham, "the unspeakable 
vices of Mecca have been a scandal 
to all Islam1 and a constant source of 
wonder to pious pilgrims."

ound for a good wood cutter and 
thru the columns /of thej Tribune 
have offered Emil A. Hahn, of Sar- 
tell, Minn., who they admit .is the 
middle western champion, a several 
years job cutting wood _up . in their 
country. Letters from different Ru- 
dolph farmers which offer to employ 
Mr."Hahn, follow: 
. 


To the Grand Rapids Tribune: 


As I was looking over the Tribune 


last week -I happened -to see Mr. 
Hahn's article on wood, and it made 
me open my eyes. 
Mr. Hahn states 


that he can cut three cords of four 
foot wood a day and not sweat. Now 
that is just the kind of a man that I 
have been looking for. I .always 
thought that I was a pretty good 
hand with the saw, but I will take a 
back seat now. Mr. Hahn also stat- 
ed the price of produce a fe years 
ago. 
Wood $3.50.. a ctord, eggs lOc 


a dozen, now 60c; butter 15 and 20c». 
now 65 and Me, and so on. But one 
thing he failed to state was what it 
costs to produce these things. If. he 
don't want to do that he had better 


• not figure at ali. 
Does Mr. Hahn 


work for the same wages now that 
he did in those days when butter and 
eggs were selling at the prices he 
quoted in his letter? 


He also stated that when a farmer 


gets an acre of wood cut, the next 
year he uses the land for pasture. 
That sounds pretty good. How does 
he get pasture? By seeding it down, 
of course. 
Grass never grew from 


the wind. Now what is the price of 
grass seed? $6.50 and $7.00 a bush- 
el. Then he states that a few years 
later the farmer plows the land and 
the increase of that one acre buys 
four more. 
Now did he ever stop 


to think o£ the work that it takes to 
break an acre of land? I have used 
as much as 50 to 100 Ibs. o£ dyna- 
mite per acre, and didn't didn't lay 
around the fireside either. 
Didn't 


get time for that. 
Now to come 


back to the wood again. 
I would 


like to know if Mr. Hahn is looking 
for a job. I have talked to a few 
farmers around here and they would 
all like to have him cut wood for 
them. 
We will' gladly pay him; $2 


per cord and board if he will guar- 
antee to cut from three to three and 
a hal£ cords a day of .four 
foot 


wood. 
I would advise the fuel ad- 


ministrator of Grand Rapids to get 
in touch with Mr. Hahn and hire 
him, as he can almost supply the 
whole city with wood. 


Hoping to see Mr. Hahn in the 


near future all fixed up for work, as 
there is enough wood in this imme- 
diate vicinity to keep him busy for 
some little time, I beg to remain,

a man out of this state. The people 
around Grand Rapids doi notf need 
a. Minnesota resident to dictate the 
price of wood to them. The can sell 
for what they think is right, or not 
sell ot all. 16.00 a cord may be a 
good price for wood'somewhere else 
but not around here. In your opin- 
ion any man should cut from 2% to 
3 cords a day, but they do not do it 
around here; not on the timber left 
around Grand Rapids.
